The Giant “World” and Post- 
Dispatch” Balloon Will 
Ascend. 


All the Conditions Favor- 
able and a Good Wind 
Promised. 


Ascent Will Take Place at 
1 P. M. From Sports- 
man's Park. 


The Long Delay at an End— Prof. Hasen Ad- 
vises the Announcement for To-Morrow— 
An Analysis of the Situation—How the 
Balloon Will Be Handled During Its Re- 
moval to the Ascension Grounds — The 
Car’s Cradle. 


To-morrow at 1 o’clock p. m. the great 
WORLD and POSsT- DISPATCH balloon will ascend 
from Sportsman’s Park. The long waiting 
will be over. This afternoon at 1:30 o’clock 
Prot. Hazen advised the announcement of 
the ascension for to-morrow. His reasons 
are given below. He has made the .most 
thorough study of the atmospheric conditions 
throughout the country with reference to 
their influence on this station that has 
ever been made. The results of thesa 
studies have been printed daily in the Post- 
DISPATCH and the last one is printed to-day. 
To-morrow at press time Prof. Hazen will 
be above the clouds. The work of 
filling the baloon will begin to-night 
atthe Park. This afternoon the balloon will 
be taken to the Park. The work of filling is 
described below. It will bean interesting oper- 
ation but will not bea spectacle for the public. 
The public will not be admitted to the park 
until 11 o’clock to-morrow morning. The bal- 
loon will ascend at about 1 o’clock, although 
the arrangements provide for the ascension 
between land2o’clock. This will probably 
be made necessary by the buoyancy of the 
balloon. The further arrangements will be 
foundinacompact form below.

To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

Unless something now entirely unforseen 
should intervene, the present condition of low 
surface and upper air currents will continue 
and probably will be improved. In all human 
probability, if there is not too much wind for 
the inflation, the great air-ship, for whose 
sailing many have been anxiously 
looking, will cleave the air above 
for the first time between 1 and 2 
p. m. to-morrow. As predicted yesterday 
the favoring conditions have changed only for 
the better. The high pressure area to the east 
has gradually swung to the south, allowing 
all currents on its northwest side to flow 
with the motion of a clock’s hands to the 
northeast. Thelow pressure area which was 
central at the last writing at the point 
of intersection of the boundaries - of 
Dakota, Montana and Wyoming has moved 
very slowly eastward and was central 
over central or eastern Dakota this morning. 
At 8 p. m. yesterday the wind had freshened 
to twenty-six miles per hour from south at 
Moorhead, to thirty-two from south at Valen- 
tine and twenty-four South at North Platt. 
Yesterday morning there were but four places 
with Southwest wind, while this morning 
there are fifteen. The upper currents are get- 
ting squarely into the west and southwest and 
by to-morrow noon will probably be from the 
west or southwest over the 
whole country north of St. Louis 
and ,east of the 100th meridian. 
The following are the indications at this writ- 
ing: 1. The high pressure area to the east- 
ward will continue in its southward course, 
and having lost all its action asa barrier will 
give only favoring breezes to the east and 
northeast. 2. The low area to the north- 
east will advance nearly due east and will be 
north or a little northeast ot the city; its ac- 
tion will probably be to give a strong upper 
eurrent if not a surface wind from 
the southwest or west. 3. The 
high area in the west will advance slightly 
eastward and, if anything, will add to the 
other favoring conditions. It should be re- 
marked that the proximity of the storm area 
so near to St. Louis is of the most extreme in- 
terest from a meteorological standpoint, The 
man who can make a balloon that can be sus- 
tained for forty-eight hours in the center or 
on the flanks of a storm area, either at 1, 000 or 
6,000 fees elevation, will give meteorology 
an incalculable advantage in its search after 
the laws of storms. From observations of 
winds on Mount Washington, 6,300 feet high, 
during the passage of storms, it has been de- 
termined that there is almost a uniform and 
very areat velocity of the wind toward some 
eastern point. It has been pretty well estab- 
lished that the spiral movement of the surface 
wind inward toward the centerof the storm, 
in a direction contrary to the motion of clock- 
hands, continues several hundred feet above 
the earth’s surface. At what point does this 
motion give way to thé eastward motion? 
At what distance from the storm’s 
center? What is the action in 
front, right, left or rear, ete. These questions 
might be multiplied many fold, and no answer 
except an imaginary theoretical one can now 
be given to almost all of them. The question 
has already arisen: ‘‘Will not the golden op- 
portunity slip by if a delay is had till to-mor- 
row?’’ Certainly the present southwest wind 
of aboutten miles per hour seems very in- 
viting, but it should de remembered 
that the contemplated voyage is to be in the 
upper air current, which influences the lower 
surface wind, but is not affected : 
This upper current has not become fully es- 
tablished yet, and when it is there is little

hours at least. That is to say, any time now 
after twelve hours and lasting for twenty-four 
hours a balloon is likely to enter the upper 
current at its maximum velocity, and, if it 
once enters the current, it wil be 
wafted at that velocity and willbe kept in it 
as long as the motion continues, which may 
be for seventy-two hours. The question will 
undoubtedly arise in some minds, is not there 
too much haste, and ought there not to bea far - 
ther delay? To this I would say, No! I think 
the upper current will reach its absolute max- 
imum within twenty-four. hours, and will 
hardly keep up a very great velocity more 
than twelve hours before and after that time, 
so that a delay after to-morrow at 1 p. m. 
would de hazardous.

CRADLING THE CAR. 


Precautions Taken Against Accidents to 
the Voyagers’ Appartment. 


The experiences of a balloonist while pre- 
paring for a voyage are not always pleasant, 
A consumptive within a few weeks of the 
grave is told on all sides that he is looking like 
a prize-fighter.

All seem to take it for granted 
that he is going to his end. In this strain Aero- 
naut Moore solilloguized as he worked at his car 
yesterday, suspending it in acradle of rope, 
which was 2 down the sides ot the car 
just back ot the seats and looped so as to hang 
the carfrom the ring. ‘‘Each one of these 
small ropes,’’ said Moore, pointing to 
the ring ropes, ‘‘is capable of sustaining hun- 
dreds of pounds, but the feminine portion 
of an audience will feel more secure if 
they see these big ropes holding the car. 
In addition to this reason the arrangement of 
the ropes is made for additional security. 
They are passed through four cross boards at 
the bottom of the car and brought up back of 
the seats inside.

SALE OF FRANCHISES. 


A Meeting of the Joint Committee of the 
Council and House—City Hall News. 


The joint committee of the Council and 
House of Delegates, appointed in accordance 
with the provisions of Mr. Metcalfe’s resolu- 
tion in relation to the sale of franchises, met 
this afternoon. The committee consists of 
Messrs. Metcalfe and Blakely of the Council 
and Messrs. Stone, Monahan and Hays of 
the House.

At present the Cable Company and 
President John Scullin of the Union 
Depot Railroad „ Company are fighting 
for the franchise for a southwestern 
street railroad over Tayon avenue bridge. 


President Julius Walsh of the Citizens’ Rail 
way Company and a new corporation ape com- 
ee for the right of way from Tower Grove 
*ark to the Fair Grounds along Grand avenue. 
The Adams Electric Elevated road has long 
been endeavoring to obtain a franchise, but 
has been steadily fought by the St. Louis Rail- 
road Company. Various other corporations 
are asking valuable franchises without any 
opposition go far.

BURIED IN LIFE. 


IMPRESSIVE CEREMONY AT THE GOOD 
_ SHEPHERD CONVENT. 


Reception and Profession in This Strict 
Sisterhood—Striking Scenes During the 
Service — Symbol of the Death to the 
World—Names of the Ladies— Work of 
the Community. 


The serene community of the Good Shep- 
herd at Seventeenth and Chestnut streets was 
stirred this morning by the reception and pro- 
fession of nine young ladies. The sisterhood 
composes an order which, next to the Carmel- 
ites, is accorded the severest in the Church. 
It is strictly cloistered and when once pro- 
fessed a nun never goes out, 
and sees her friends only from be- 
hind . the grating. The sisters 
in St. Louis compose the Provincial House, 
and as transfers are being made with this asa 
center the number of the inmates is 
constantly changing, sometimes being as 
high as ninety-five, again falling as low as 
seventy-five, the present nnmber. Hardly ever 
however, are less than seventy sisters in the 
House. The work of the order is the reforma- 
tion of fallen women and the protection 
of young giris exposed to danger. 
The business of the order with 
the world is carried on through 
what are called ‘‘out-door’’ sisters. Of these 
the St. Louis community has six, besides the 
one who was received to-day. The dress of 
the sisterhood is white serge, encircled at the 
waist by a blue cord. Over the bosom depends 
asilver heart, which is the badge of their 
profession. 

THE CHAPEL. 

The sisters were awake and moving about 
early this morning preparing for the day’s 
ceremony, which was to begin at 8 o’clock, 
and was to them so full of importance. At the 


appointed hour Vicar-General Brady, in the 
robes of his sacred office, stepped into the 
sanctuary of the chapel which opens upon 
Chestnut street. The interior of the chapel 
is peculiarly arranged. The sanctuary is 
ofcircular form occupying the center of the 
room. It is the first thing that strikes the 
visitor’s eye as its hema roof extends to the 
célling and almost shuts offasight ofthe grille 
which separates the assembly-room of the 
sisters from the sanctuary. Little galleries, 
on each side, holding but a handful of people, 
complete the seating accommodations. To- 
day there were some orphans in the right hand 
gallery, and on the opposite side some of the 
childrenof St. Mary's. About a dozen adults, 
all ladies, also looked down uyon the white- 
robed flaures below. 

As the Vicar-General’s robes rustled in the 
sanctuary the Cistant door of the cloister 
opened and in came that procession which 
does so much to invest such an occasion with 
beauty and solemnity. A cross-bearer led the 
way, followed by the young ladies who 
were to participate, followed by the 
Superior, other Mary of the Sa- 
cred Hear t, Mother Provincial. 
her walked the Assistant Mother Superior. 
When the procession bad wound its impres 
sive way before the sanctuary, the candles 
were blessed and presented to the young ladies 
who held them during most of the succeeding 
service. Even the priests were cut off from 
the sisters by the lattice-work and conducted 
the service before a small window before 
which the candidates knelt during the cere- 
mony. 

THE NOVICES. 

The celebration of a low mass by Vicar- 
General Brady then engaged the attention for 
some minutes, after which the ceremony was 
proceeded with. The celebrant of 
the mass took his place before 
the window on his right hand standing 
Father Schultz, 8S. J., Chaplain, and Father 
Brown, C. S. S. R. The first portion of the 
services were in connection with the reception 
of the five ladies whose names in 
the world and religion are as follows: 
Miss Mary Morissey of St. Louis, Sister Mary 
of St. John the Baptist; Miss Laura Lemen of 
Waterloo, III., Sister Mary of St. Francis of 
Assisi; Miss Bridget Jennings of County 
Mayo, Ireland, Sister ary of St. 
Anthony; Miss Sarah Fogarty of 
Kilcornan, Ireland, Sister Mary of st. Patrick; 
Miss Isabella Mullan of Chatham, Ontario, 
Sister Mary Ignatius. The latter assumed the 
habit o an out-door sister. These 
ladies on  enterin in the procession 
were attired in full bridal robes symbolical of 
the religious wedding theycomtemplated. On 
the resumption of the ceremony 
after the mass these beautiful gar- 
ments were laid aside for the habit. 
After the Veni Creator had been sung by 
the choir, which was composed entirely of 
Sisters, Father Brady interrogated 
the kneeling sisters, asking them 
the conventional questions. The 
responses being made, the five left the chapel 
forafew moments, returning clothed in the 
habit of white serge. Proceeding to the altar, 
they received from Father Brady the scapular, 
the veil, the rosary and mantle of white serge. 

THE BLACK VEIL. 

But the more solemn service was to follow 
with the taking of the black veil by Sister 
Mary of St. Magdalen of Jesus Kehoe of Little 
Falls, N. Y.; Sister Mary of St. Arcene Downey 
of Deerfield, Mich. ; Sister Mary of St. Denis 
Redmond of New Orleans; Sister Mary of St. 
~awrence Murray of County Mayo, ireland. 
The last name is the family name. 

W hile the first portion of the ceremony was 
going on these sisters who were to say fare- 
well to the world sat with the company of 
Magdalens, a portion of the community. 
The company of Sisters present were 
made up of the Magdalens and 
the enitents, the latter being 
those who have yielded to the reformative in- 
fluence of the nuns. From their place among 
these the four advanced to the 
window and gave their momentous 
replies to the interrogatives and 
appended their names to their written renun- 
ciation of the worid. The silver heart was pre- 
sented to each and then the black vells were 
laid before the riest who blessed, 
and as each nelt before him 
he handed her the veil, expressing the prayer 
that the veil might shut out all sights and 
thoughts of the world. To make this more 
impressive, the candidates before 
rising pressed the vel 
eyes, as if to 
blindness to the world right there. 
of white flowers went with the veil and 
crowned the head after the biack covering had 
been thrown over the white serge, which was 
done in the presence of the congregation. 

BURIED IN LIFE. 

Then came the most striking portion of the 
ceremony, the burial service. ith the long 
biack veils streaming from under the 

crown the four sisters 
themselves before the 
the same instant six 
— in white came tripping in from the side 

oor, followed by two sisters with an im- 
mense pall, made out at black serge with a 
white rage and cross. At a signal the 
four candidates were covered with this 
sepulchral-looking envelope, which as it fell 
over the * forms was caught on 
each side by the dimpled hands of the chil- 
dren, who looked 1— around, not 
especially affected by the scene. Then, while 
the black folds rose and fell with the breath 

of those beneath, the Libera 

funeral prayers were chanted 
sweetly above them by the white- 
robed chorus. A beautiful effect was given 
the chanting by the presence in the choir ofa 
sweet alto voice that floated like a benediction 
through the room. 

A glad anthem sung by all greeted the re- 
moval of the palland the presentation of the 
crucifix, which was kissed and attached to 
to the habit just over the heart. The re- 
ception of the cross was followed 
by the singing in Latin of the words of Paul:

An Important Report by 1-General 
Raine —New Appointments. 


WasHinoTon, D. O., June 16.— United States 
Consul-General Raines at Berlin, has trans- 
mitted to the Department of State an ex- 
haustive report upon the subject ot German 
trade and manufacture. He notes the stagna- 
tion and decline of business occurring in 1885 
and the revival of trade in 1886, which he at- 
tributes to a brisk exportation that setin when 
large orders for metals, cotton, hemp, wool, 
silk and flax were sent in by the United States 
in consequence of the strike and labor disturb- 
ances then prevailing in this country. In 1886 
the exports of the German Empire to the 
United Statea amounted to $76,977,000, anin 
crease of $16,819,000 over the exports for the 
previous year, 

In a resume of his report Consul-General 
Rainedsays: Germany, encouraged by fifteen 
yeurs of peace and forced by its increasing pop- 
ulation and the demands of the times, applies 
all of its industrial levers, not only to hold its 
own, but if possible to excel its numerous 
competitors in athe world’s market. 
The disciplining forces of the Gov- 
ernment, more or less centralized, 
give every possible aid, and the 
twofold object of fostering industry and 


trade, and to augment the tax-paying ability 
of the nation is clearly discernible. till, itis 
feared thatthe uncontrollable spirit of com- 
petition neutralizes in many directions posi- 
tive success, and while sales and exports 
make atolerable fair showing this is chiefly 
attributable to low wages and the conse- 
quent probability of underselling for- 
eign competitors. I notice a é feverish 
anxiety to produce cheap goods, and if much 
of the la „ hotwithstanding our high tariff, 
can be sold in the United States with greater 
or smaller profi it demonstrates the fact 
that German demand more on 
account of their apness than quality. 

Germany is more than ever dependent upon

Senators Proctor, Smith and Bell, as well as 
several others, are believed to be much more 
fuvorable toward a good railroad bill than at 
the regular session. The necessity is every- 
where feltto be more apparent than at that 
time. The general feeling among the mem- 
bers is also much improved. In fact, as the 
session lengthens, and the time for final action 
approaches nearer. the necessity of the pas- 
sage of a good bill becomes more and more 
obvious. 


THE SHARPE TRIAL. 


Mr. Nicoll Continues to Outline the Testi- 
mony for the Prosecution. 


NEW YORK, June 16.—At 9:20 o’clock this

| GOLDEN ACQUITTED, 


AN UNEXPECTED VERDICT IN THE UNITED 
STATES COURT. 


Judge Thayer’s Instructions—A Narrow Con- 
struction of the Statute—What Oonsti- 
tutes an Unlawful Registration—Expert 
Testimony Given Its Usual Rap—Further 
Indictments Against Golden. | 


Judge Thayer yesterday afternoon charged 
the jury in case of the P. F.Golden,on trial for 
procuring false registrations before the last 
election, in the United States District Uourt, to 
acquit on 118 of the 1 counts in 
the indiotment against Golden. This morning 
on the opening of gourt he proceeded to in- 
struct the jury with reference to the two re- 
maining counts which charged false registra- 
tion of the nanies Patrick Walsh, 1422 Morgan 
street and Walter Reed, 800 North Thirteenth 
street. He rend the statute under which the 
indictment was drawn and then said: 

The two counts of the ludictment which re- 
main are framed under that clause of the 
statute which J haye just read. They charge 
in substance that in order to secure registra- 
tion for Patrick Walsh and Walter Reed as 
voters at a Congressional election to be held 
November 2, 1886. the defendant unlawfully 
wrote the names uf said Walsh and Reed on 
the registration Bock then in the custody 
of the registering officer of the Tenth Ward of 
the City of’ St/ Louls, although said Walsh and 
Reed had neither applied to the Registrar for 
registration or taken the voter’s oath as the 
law requires. I may as well say to you here, 
gentlemen, that there is only one lawful 
manner in which a -persgon’s name 
can be entered on a registration- 
book such as is involved in this case. The per- 
son whose name is written mustappear be- 


fore the registering officer, apply for registra- 
tion and take the oath required by the stat- 
utes of this State, which is printed in the regis- 
tration book, and has been read to you in the 
course of this trial. When that has been 
done the applicant’s name may be written 
in the book by the applicant him- 
selfor by any person whom he may direct or 
authorize to sten his name for him. All other 
modes of entering the names of persons in the 
registration-book are necessarily unlawful. 
Therefore, if defendant wrote the names of 
Walsh and Reed in the registration-book in the 
manner charged in the indictment—that is 
to suy, in their absence and without 
their taking the voter’s oath, he did an un- 
lawful act. But you cannot convict the de- 
fendant merely on proof which satisfies you 
that he wrote those names, and thereby did 
The statute under which the 
drawn requires that the 
done must be done 
for a certain purpose, that is to 
say, to secure registration in behalf 
of some person, and in this instance the in- 
dictment charges that the purpose of the de- 
fendant in writing the names of Walsh and 
Reed was to secure registration for them. 
This of course implies, gentiemen, that Walsh 
and Reed, whose names are mentioned in the 
indictment, were actual persons and not

‘*Ip this connection, however, the Court also 
instructs you that it is not necessary for the 
Government to show thatthe defendant was 
personally acquainted with either Walsh 
or Reed, or that he wrote their names 
at their instance or by eonnivance with 
them or either of them, f defendant knew 
of the existence of such persons, or was ad- 
vised of their existence by other persons, and 
in order to secure their registration and an 
opportunity forthem to vote, he wrote their 
names on the registration. book without any 
conference with them andin their absence, 
without their taking the oath, he is guilty of 
the offense laid in the indictment and you are 
authorized to so find. 

Lou are at liberty to find differently on the 
two counts of the indictment if in your opinion 
the proof sustuins one charge but does not 
sustain the other. With reference to the 
burden of proof and the degree of cer- 
tainty with which the offenses or offense 
may be established, the Court charges you 
that the burden of proof ison the Govern- 
ment, and that every element of the offense as 
herein defined must be proven by the Govern- 
ment * I any reasonable doubt.“ 

The Cotrt then defined reasonable doubt. 

‘‘Assomething has been said in the course 
of the argument as to your right to draw in- 
ferences from the testimony will say in this 
connection, gentlemen, that although this isa 
criminal case you have the right to 
draw reasonable and natural infer- 
ences from facts which have been proven 
to your entire satisfaction. Thus if it appears 
beyond any reasonable doubt that defendant 
wrote the names of Walsh and Reed in the 
registration book in the manner charged in 
the indictment they being real persons whom 
defendant had in mind when the names 
were written then you are authorized 
to infer from such aot that defendant wrote 
said names with intent to secure registration 
forand an e for such persons to 
vote atthe fo owing election. You are not 
bound to draw such inference, but you may do 
so unless the testimony suggests to your minds 
some other different aud reasonable explana- 
tion of the defendant’s purpose. Ag the 
evidence in the case is not voluminous I 
don’t deem it necessary to summarize 
it or to analyze it. I will simply direct your 
attention to the evidence produced tending to 
prove the defendant’s handwriting in the 
registration books. All the testimony offered 
in that behalf is what is termed expert testi- 
mony. Testimony of that sort, gentile- 
men, is not entitled to the same 
weight as the testimony of a ered- 
Idle, disinterested witness, who speaks as to 
transactions he has witnessed with his own 
eyes, because the expert only professes to 
express an opinion which he entertains. You 
are not bound by that kind of testimony 
therefore, to the same extent that you would 
be by the testimony of a creditable witness, 
who should testify that he saw the defendant 
write a certain paper or signature. You will 
give to the testimony only such weight 
as you think it deserves, considering 
the experience the witness has had in 
comparing and studying handwritings and 
considering, also, his opportunity of observ- 
ing the defendant’s handwriting.’’

Judge Barclay Renders a Decision in the 
Ballman Divorce Case—Legal News. 


Judge Barclay to-day rendered a decision in 
the divorce case of Erva Balimann vs. George 
W. Ballman. The Court grants a decree of 
divorce for Mrs. Balimann with custody of 
the minor child, and the husband will have 
leave after six months to move the Court for 
permission to visit the child at in- 
tervals upon producing satisfa evidence 
of good conduct meanwhile in respect of 
habits of temperance, and of having paid $5 
per month during that period toward the sup- 
port of the child, which is allowed as alimony. 
The Ballmanns were married in Ostober, 
1877, and they lived together for nearly ten 
years. Mrs. Ballmann narrated a series 
of indignities to which she was 
subjected during that period at the 
hands of her husband. She charged him 
with the most oruel and barbarous treatment, 
said that he had attempted to choke her, had 
slapped ber severely and pulled her hair on 
several occasions when they were living at 
Winona, Minn. When they removed to 
this city and resided on Sixteenth and 
Montgomery streets he handled her very 
roughly and tried to choke her more than 
once. After their removal to a house on 
Warren street he repeated his acts of brutality, 
knocked her down with bis fists, placed his 
knee on her chest, and holding her by the 
hair, battered her head against the floor. At 
their abode on Madison street he knecked her 
down on several occasions, kicked her in the 
stomach and otherwise abused her.

THE BATTLE FLAGS. 


EXCITEMENT OVER THE ORDER TO RETURN 
THEM TO THE SOUTH. 


Grand Army Men Throughout the United 
States Demanding That the President’s 
Order be Rescinded — Gen. Fairchild, 
Commander-in-Chief, Curses the Author 
of the Order—Excitement Locally on the 
Subject — Ex-Confederates Believe the 
President’s Action Injudicious. 


Early this week Gov. Lee of Virginia made 
public a letter from Adjt.-Gen. Drum, U. 8. 


A., in which he said: 

The President of the United States, having 
approved the recommendation that all the flags 
in the custody of the War Department be re- 
turned to the authorities of the respective 
States in which the regiments which bore them 
were organized, for such final disposition as 
they may determine, I am instructed by the 
Honorable Secretary of War to make you (in 
the name of the War Department) a tender of 
the flags now inthis office belonging to late 
2 organizations of the State of Vir- 
ginia. 

In discharging this pleasant duty, I beg 
ron will please advise me of your wishes in 
his matter. It is the intention, in returning 
each flag, to give its history, as far as it is pos- 
sible to do so, stating the circumstances of its 
capture and recovery. 

CLEVELAND DENOUNCED BY FAIRCHILD. 

The publication of this order aroused bitter 
feelings among the veterans. These feelings 
first found public expression at the reception 
tendered Gen. Lucius Fairchild, Commander- 
in-Chief of the Grand Army of the Republic, 
by Alexander Hamilton Post,No. 182,G. A. R., 
at Association Hall, in Harlem, N. J., last 
night. Gen. Fairchild, it is reported, hardly 
waited for the usual preliminaries before 
bursting forth with a terrible denunciation of 


the President’s act. 

„May God palsy the hand that wrote the 
order. May God palsy the brain that con- 
ceived it, and may God palsy the tongue that 
dictated it, he suid. 

The General told how those flags had been 
won by the veterans of the G. A. R. in open 
conflict with the enemies of the nation. he 
veterans had placed their trophies in the care 
of the War Department. They were intended,he 
said, to be kept in the archives of the nation as 
mementoes of hard-won fields of battle. He 
continued: ‘‘How can the present loyal Gov- 
ernors of the Southern States accept emblems 
ot treason after their professions of loyalty to 
the Union? Must they not return them tothe 
Secretary and say that they have nothing to do 
with the flags, asthe rebel organizations are 
extinct and their Governorsare dead?’’ 

Gen. Fairchild said that he had frequently 
listened to sentiments which caused him to 
bite his tongue in the effort to maintain self- 
control. In nine months past he had visited 
G. A. R. posts in every State in the North, 
East and West. He had never in any post 
meeting heard anything but kindly feelings 
expressed toward the men who had looked 
into the gun- barrels of Northern 
troops during the war. As Commander-in 
Chief he had tried to encourage this kindly 
feeling. Now this was changed. The time 
had come to speak in the name of the organ- 
ization. If he could not protest against it as 
Commander-in-Chief of the G. A. R. he would 
resign and protest as a private citizen. But 
he was satisfied that 350,000 G. A. R. veterans 
would rise as one man in solemn protest 
against any such disposition of the trophies 
won at such a fearful sacrifice of blood. 

Raising his only hand, the General said: ‘‘I 
appeal to the sentiment of the nation to forbid 
this sacrilege.’’ 

THE GRAND ARMY PROTESTS. 
The remarks of Gen. Fairchild and of Cor- 
ral Tanner, who followed him, were greeted 
with wild cheers. The following resolutions 
were offered and adopted: 

WHEREAS, The President of the United 
States having approved the recommendations 
that ali the battle - flags in the custody of the 
War Department belonging to the Southern 
States in rebellion during the late civil war be 
returned to the respective states which bore 
them for such final disposition as they may 
determine be it 

Resolved, Thatthis Post views with sur- 

rise the action .f the President, and records 
ts protests thereto and 

Resolved, That the sacrifice of blood which 
the captured emblems represent, was a sacri- 
— to liberty, national union and to God, 
and, 

Resolved, Thatno sentiment of generosity 
and no expression of magnanimity is involved 
in the surrender of these covenants of national 
honor and 

Resolved, That it only now remains to direct 
that the battle-flags of the Union be distributed 
among the representatives of the so-called 
Confederacy, and as a fitting acknowledgment 
of the righteourness of the lost cause; and, 

Resolved, That this Post expresses its dis- 
approbation of this act of the first President of 
the United States who has held office disasso- 
ciated from the memories of the war for the 
Union. 

PROTESTS FROM THE STATES. 

The Governor of Iowa sent the following 
telegram last night: 

Dis MOINES, Io., June 15. 


To * President of the United States, Washington,

Isend herewith a request made upon me as 
Governor of Iowa by the Commander of the 
Grand Army of the Republic in this State 
against the proposed returnto the South of 
the war flags captured by the Union troops 
during the rebeliion. I add to this request, as 
a protest of the surviving Union soldiers in 
lowa, the respectful, but equally urgent, pro- 
test of the people of the State, and shall deem 
it my duty to use all proper endeavor to pre- 
vent any such return of battle flags captured 
by Iowa troops.

veterans and in fact to the entire United States. 
Others criticised the speech of Gen. Fairchild, 
made at Harlem last evening. There was no 
difference of opinion on tbe subject 
of the President’s issue 
the order.

We surren- 
dered them withouta wish ever to see them 
again. We have no wish to have them re- 
turned. Our organizations are broken now 
and we would not know what 
to do with them. We have no use for 
them on God Almighty’s earth and I for one 
say that if they are not to be used for the pur- 
poses of peace and harmony, by -—, destroy 
them. hey gave me trouble enough for four 
years.’’ 

S. W. COBB 
said this morning: ‘‘The action of the Presi- 
dent, unless authorized by Congress, was very 
injudicious. I am sure we do not want the 
flags. The ladies of my county gave us a flag, 
which was captured, ithink, at the second 
battle of Fredericksburg. That flag is in Wash- 
ington now and | wouldn’t give 2 cents to have 
it back. Ihave no useforit. Iam very sorry 
that the President has taken this course.

THE PRESIDENT’S IDEA. 


Adjutant-General Drum Explains the Order 
Restoring Rebel Flags. 


New YORK, June 16.—A Washington special 
to the Post says: ‘‘Adjutant General Drum is 
the only person in authority here, who 
appears disposed to talk about the order 
relative to the return of the rebel flags. He 
has a good right to speak, for it is quite 
certain that the idea originated with him. 
Gen. Drum has these trophies iu his charge. 


What his share in the matter is; can, per- 
haps, be best learned from the following in- 
terview: 

Gen. Drum, you are going to return to the 
Southern Stetes all the flags, standards and 
colors which were captured by the Union 
army from the Confederates during the 
war?“ 

„We are going to return them to all the 
States, North and South. The President has 
recommended that it be done, and lam now 
having full lists made of all these trophies 
in possession of the department. In a short 
time we shall have the whole collection so 
assorted and separated that we shall be 
ready to forward to every State in the Union, 
whatever flags belonged to State volunteers 
which fell into the hands of the Federal 

and into the possession 

War Department. I am 

a complete inventory of them 

made out, with written statements to tell 

briefly as far as known the history of each 

trophy and the story of how It came to be cap- 

tured. All this literature will be completed 

and the trophies will be ready to be forwarded 
to their owners in a few weeks. 

When the President expressed his approval 
of this proposition did he do 8o in writing?“ 

The Adjutant did not give a direct answer to 
this question, but intimated that possibly 
when the list of the flags returned, and their 
histories were given to the public, a letter 
from President Cleveland on the subject might 
also be made pubiic. 

When did the President determine that 
these flags should be returned?’’ 

„During the week of the National Drill. 
This action is not due to any pressure or any 
suggestion from any outside sources. The 
idea originated with the administration. It 
had been in contemplation inthe Department 
for some considerable time. 

Gen, Drum, of course, speaks only of the 
President.in regard to this action, or, if he 
speaks of another, it is only to say that 
the proposition was made to the President 
by Secretary Endicott at a Cabinet meeting 
when it was unanimously approved.

COLD WATER DAT. 


MORE LIGHT ON THE VEXED SUNDAY LAW 
QUESTION. 


The Brewers Not Satisfied With Regard to 
the Date—Meetings of Brewers and Po- 
lice Board To-Day—The T 
Joseph G. Lodge Declares 
tense Impregnable — What the Hoteles 
Will Do—The Loss to the Liquor 
the Law’s Enforcement—Notices to 
hibited Places. | 


The Sunday law still remains Bios as a 
topic of discussion among not only those 
whose pockets are to be distinctly affected by 
it, but by those whose throats are to kept 
dry, and whose Sunday amusements arg to be 
interrupted by dlue- coated, brass - but - 
toned officers of the law. Notwithstanding 
what has already been stated with re- 
gard to what places will be closed, and 
Vice-President Blair’s statement to the effect 
that all not included in the order of the Police 
Board could rest easy without fear of molesta- 
tion, many people do not seem to understand 
the scope ofthe order. Many inquiries have 
been received at this office with 
regard to closing grocery stores, and 
Mr. Blair referring to thein said that while 
grocery stores were especially mentioned in 
the law, the Board had not specified them to 
the Chief-of-Police, and, unless they were 
bar-rooms under the cloak of groceries, 
or - intoxicating beverages* were sold 
at them, they would not be disturbed, nor will 
any store where the necessaries of life are 
kept, or even the news-stands where cigars 
and tobacco are sold, be molested. 
The members of the Board, say they 
are going slowly on the law and will not go 
outside of their order and disturb the regular 


modes of life and the business of the city as 
little as possible. As to amusements,only the 
public places where admission fee is charged 
or where liquors are sold will be disturbed. 


WHAT ONE CAN DO. 

The man, therefore, who does not sell liquor 
or keep an amusement piace can be, compara- 
tively speaking, comfortable. He cannot get 
his worning cocktail at the saloon, but he can 
have his drink out of his private bottleor at 
his club, and can stop on his wayat a drug- 
etore and wash it down with asoda or a vichy. 
His wife or his mother can send out 
and buy bread at a akery, or 
meat at a butcher-shop, or groceries at 
a dry grocery ; she can buy all the ice and milk 
she wants and while he cannot go to his Sun- 
day base ball games unless Chris Von der Ahe 
knocks the Board out he can go to the livery 
stable, hire a rig or hitch up his own convey- 
ancs and take his best girl or his family to the 
country or the park; he can get his 
bath, his shave und shampoo, his 
newspaper, take a ride on the street 
cars, in a cab, carriage or omnibus, stop ata 
hotel or get a lunch in the restaurant, pull out 
his patent prayer -book and take nipsany time, 
he can havea physician call or get buried if 
he feels like it, buy a railroad ticket, send a 
velegram, get a shirt and collar laundried, and 
while he is debarred from the theater, can get 
all the gasor electric light he wants in the 
evening. 

These items cover a large share of a man’ 
wants, and City-Counselor Bell was rathe 
kind in bis enumeration of the necessities. It 
is believed that on a pinch a man might buy 
underwear, furnishing goods or a suit of 
clothes. But drinks at a bar are shut out. 


THE QUESTION OF DATE. 

It is just possibie that new light and further 
instructions may be thrown on the question by 
the police at the meeting held this afternoon 
at3o’clock. The meeting isforthe purpose 
of. continuing the Leon trial, but 
the Sunday law may be brought 
up again on some motion or question. r. 
Blair said it was hardly possible that the order 
already issued would be changed in any way 
as the Chief of Police had probably already 
issued his instructions to the force under 18. 
One phase of the question will certainly be 
brought up y the brewers who met 
again in Secretary Stock’s office this morning 
and discussed the matter of the date. They 
are firm in the belief that the day on which the 
law should go into effect is Monday, the 20th, 
and not Sunday, the 19th. In order that 
the question may be formally settled, 
and that all means of stponement may 
be exhausted it was decided to send a commit- 
tee to the meeting of the Police Board this aft- 
ernoon to ask an opinion on the subject. The 
committee appointed was composed of Mr. A. 
Thoman, Ss the saloon-keepers,and 
Messrs. W. J. Lemp and Phil Stock, who vis- 
ited the Board this afternoon. 

There can be no question of the opinion of 
the Board. City Couselor Bell a se 
declares that the 19th isthe day, and in addli- 
tion to what he has already said in 
support of this opinion, he uotes an 
opinion of the Attorney-Gene of the 
State in 1877, in which a similar 
question was decided in favor of the Board’s 
position. Vice-President Biair on this ques- 
tion says that there can be little doubt, as 
Sunday in Jegislation is as any other day, un- 
Tess it is particularly specified. In the doin 
of specific acts, such as in contracts, the las 
day if itis Sunday is excepted, but all other 
Sundays count in making up the specified 
time, but in the case of a law going into effect 
on Sunday, if the last Sunday does not count 
no other Sunday can count, and more than 
this the law is applicable to Sunday in partic- 
ular and. there be no reason in not counting 
the first Sunday. 

THE TEST CASE. 

It is scarcely possible, that the law will not 
be tried next Sunday, although the question 
of the date may figure inthe trial of the first 
case. Mr. Joseph Schnaider — he will open 
his garden as usual, and either he or his 
manager, Ricbard Fisher, will be arrested by 
the police and the test case will be made. 
The brewers will be represeuted 
by J. C. McGuinness and Joseph 
G. Lodge to defend the case. Mr. McGuinness 
isin Jefferson City, but Mr. Lodge was seen by 
a PoSsT-DISPATCH reporter to-day and was 
asked with reference to the defense. ‘‘We do 
not intend to give out our defense, he re- 
plied, until we get into court.

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A GREAT many interesting legal ques- 
tions will be raised in connection with the 
Sunday law. Our advice to everybody is 
to allow these questions to be settled by 
the courts, and in the meantime to pre- 
serve that good nature and respect for the 
rights of others which are such marked 
traits in St. Louis character. 


As Sr. Lovis grows we expect an in- 
crease in the police force, but an increase 
of the appropriation in a single year of 
$58,000 is something against which the 
needs of the city protest. The Council can 
safely cut off half of the proposed increase 
and transfer it to the sprinkling appropri- 
ation, for which seventy-six thousand citi- 
zens have petitioned. ; 
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Tun Rahway murder, which com- 
pletely baffled all the exertions of the

THE INTERSTATE COMMISSION, 

The Interstate Commission has issued 
a further lengthy statement of the unan- 
imous conclusions of its members as to 
certain questions about the meaning of 
the law and their duties under it, 

They decide that their temporary sus- 
pensions of the fourth section shall 
end with the ninety-day limit; that 
no more such suspensions will be 
granted, and that the railroads must 
construe the law for themselves at 
their own proper peril, subject to such 
punishment as the Commission or the 
courts may impose for any acts in viola- 
tion of the law. But for the guidance of 
all concerned certain conclusions of the 
Commission in regard to the interpreta- 
tion of particular clauses are set forth as 
far as the Commission deems it safe and 
proper to go. The gist of these con- 
clusions is that the burden of prov- 
ing dissimilarity of conditions and 
circumstances will be on the railroads 
when they set up such dissimilarity in jus- 
tification ef differing rates; that competi- 
tion may, in some es and to a limited 
extent, be considered as an element of 
dissimilarity; that no dissimilarity of cir- 
cumstances and conditions can be pleaded 
as a justification of rates in themselves 
unreasonable or discriminations in them- 
selves unjust; nor the fact that long-haul 
traffic will only bear certain rates be ac- 
cepted as a good reason for carrying it for 
less than cost at the expense of other 
traffic. 

There is also a distinct intimation that 
the law will be construed so as to en- 
courage competition rather than destroy 
it, and such principles are laid down for 
adjusting rates in accordance with this 
purpose of the law and with proper 
reference to the cost of service and to the 
earning of fair compensation that the 
railroads should have no serious trouble 
in keeping within the requirements of the 
law. That they are not trying to do so, 
but to evade it rather, must be evident to 
the whole country. Appeals to the reme- 
dies afforded by the new law will, how- 
ever, fromtime to time bring from the 
courts and the Commission decisions that 
will eventually put the law in force 80 
effectually as to give us a fair test of its 


workings. 
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DRAWING THE LINE. 

In the forum of conscience every man 
feels competent to draw for himself the 
Sunday law line between works of thrift 
merely and those of necessity or charity. 
Each draws the line, of course, according 
to his own tastes, habits of life, personal 
necessities and views ROOT rest 
and relaxation, and therefore hardly any 
two, either as citizens, as officials or as 
judges sitting on the bench to apply the 
laws as rules of conduct, ever draw lines 
alike. 

There are conflicting judicial decisions 
on both sides of the Sunday law line 
drawn by Counselor Bell and the pres- 
ent Police Commissioners of St. Louis. 
There are judicial decisions for and against 
barbershop work as permissible under 
the Sunday law. There are judicial de- 
cisions for and against the sale of tobacco 
and cigars on Sunday, and there are de- 
cisions holding that while the ordinary 
tippling shop business is contrary to the 
Sunday law, the traveler or innkeeper’s 
guest may be served with spirits by his 
licensed landlord without a violation of 
the Sunday law, he being competent to 
decide for himself what is necessary for 
his health and comfort on Sunday as on 
any other day. 

But practically the local police authority 
is our censor morum in such matters,and we 


| have to submit to its decisions so far as the 


same may be sustained by the courts. It 
can to that extent draw the line as 
crooked and enforce so much of the law as 
it chooses, and leave the rest unenforced, 
regardless of reason, morals or public 
order. It can suppress innocent games 
and connive at the most pernicious forms 
of gambling. Itcan deprive the masses 
of harmless and healthful relaxation and 
refreshment, while permitting obviously 
more immoral indulgences to more favored 
classes. : 

All the people can do in such cases is to 
criticize and submit to the decisions of 
those in authority. The trouble is that 
where the decisions are such that they can 
not command the approval ofa majority 
of the people, public opinion is sure to as- 
sert itself in acts of contempt for author- 
ity,in evasions and violations of law, which 
reflect discredit upon popular self-gov- 
ernment, ; | 
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For a time running further back than 
the memory of the oldest inhabitant the 
police authority of St. Louis has treated 
the dramshop business as a work of ne- 
cessity and charity, and therefore exempt 
from the operation of the Sunday laws. 
So long as they had no legal authority to 
close ten or a dozen beer-garden Sunday 
resorts our Police Commissioners kept 
2,000 dramshops open in St. Louis 
on Sunday contrary to law. So soon 
as the law authorized them to close 
the beer-gardens also, then, and not till 
then, gould they be induced to enforce 
the Sunday law against the dramshops. 
With the beer-gardens closed, the guard- 
lans of our moral welfare no longer feel 
constrained to keep 2,000 dramshops 
open on Sunday, contrary to. law. as an 
antidote to the soul-destroying seductions 
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that lurk in the groves of Gambrinus in 
the witching forms of smear-case, beer 
and pretzels. 


Tux cfroular sent out by Comrade S. M. 
Davis of Farragut Post, G. A. R., asking 
Union veterans to petition Congress for 
‘‘the establishment and maintenance of 
‘national homes for indigent, maimed sol- 
“diers of the late armies of the so-called 
“Confederate States,’’ is no doubt a well- 
meant effort to promote a charitable end, 
and at the same time to show the good 
feeling existing now between the gray- 
haired men who met as enemies in the 
smoke of: battle twenty odd years ago. But 
the indigent cripples referred to have 
no more claim on the United States 
for homes than for pensions. The doc- 
trinaires of the State Rights school would 
be the first to tell them they should look 
to their own States for such manifesta- 
tions of charity or gratitude. Whenever 
we remove the barrier that limits the 
pension list to military services rendered 
to the United States Government, or per- 
mit its Treasury to be treated as a charity 
fund at the disposal of Congress, we open 
the door to more abuses thanany man 
can foretell or enwmer ate. 


Wr hope that the accomplished pho- 
tographer who will make the trip with the 
WoRLD and Post-DispaTcH balloon will 
not, in his trip across the States, observe 
any cracks or lines of separation, rupture, 
fracture or division in this great country 
caused by the innocent exchange of cour- 
tesies between the City of St. Louis and 
the President of the United States.

day according to contract, it is plainly 
unlawful for our esteemed contemporaries 
to expose for sale on Sunday mornings 
their attractive publications, and the 
newsboys are as guilty as the proprietors 
of the Sunday papers. The situation isa 


painful one, but we see no escape from it.

Recent European Trip. 


The Report to the Pope on the 
American Labor Question. 


A Passing Allusion to the McGlynn Case— 
Glad to Be Home — The Distinguished 
Prelate’s Love for His Native City—The 
Holy Father — Dear Old Catholic

BALTIMORE, June 16.—A special correspond- 
ent of the Post-DISPATCH sent from New 
York, with a request for that favor, was yes- 
terday accorded an extended interview by His 
Eminence, the Cardinal-Archbishop of Balti- 
more. Noone who has enjoyed the rare priv- 
lege of a personal interview with this able 
prelate can fail to have been impressed with 
the grace of his conversation, the kindliness 
of his manner and to having gained an insight 
into the nobility of his life, which makes 
him honored of all men, and beloved 
of Protestant and Romanist alike. A 
prominent Baltimorean and non-Catholic 
made a remark in my hearing to-day which I 
find is characteristic of the feeling which is 
universally entertained towards him by citi- 
zens of all classes and castes, and which on 
this account I give: 

We only learned, he said, ‘‘how active 
the Cardinal was in good works when his 
presence wasfora time withdrawn from us, 
or rather it was only then that we began to 
appreciate how little we could afford to dis- 
pense with him. I could 
hours in merely enumerating startling 
instances of his benevolence and charity, 
which have come by chance under my personal 
notice, but I prefer to be silent, for how 
would it benefit to prove what is patent to all? 
All sufficient to say that his kindly sympathy 
is always extended towards those who sorrow, 
and that many who were walking in the 
shadowy ways ofsin, have heard his kindly 
voice calling tothem and saying, ‘Jean Val- 
jean, my brother.. 

GLAD TO BE HOME. 

Tes, said His Eminence, bidding your 
correspondent to be seated, ‘‘I am indeed glad 
to be at home once more in my beloved Balti- 
more. During my travels [haye seen many 
fair cities, and eyerywhere I have found a wel- 
come more hearty than I deserved, or in any 
way expected, but it is almost 


needless to say that Baltimore, the city of my 
birth and of my boyhood, is dearer to me by 
far than all of them, and though I would in- 
deed be an ingrate not to have been pro- 
foundly touched by the kindly feelin of 
generosity shown by the inhabitants of Eu- 
ropean cities toward the stranger within their 
gates, I can not — — my sensations 
there to the grateful feelings which surged in 
my heart and almost overcame me when last 
Tuesday I saw the streets of our city thronged 
with thousands who had assembled to honor 
in my humble person the Holy Father, who 
was pleased to raise me to so lofty an office.’’ 
THE M’GLYNN CASE. 

For a moment the Cardinal ceased speaking 
and gazed outof the window with his eyes 
resting fondly upon the old Gothic Cathedral 
jutting up before him in all the grim gaunt- 
ness of lichen-covered and e-stained 
granite. „Jes, he continued, musingly, 

‘it is not strange that I should so love Balti- 
more. I was baptised in that cathedral more 
than fifty years ago. There I received my rst 
communion, there I took holy orders, and 
there I have labored to the best of my ability 
for many years. 

In regard to Dr. McGlynn’s rebellion to su- 
perior ecclesiastical authority or of the labor 
question the Cardinal said that it was not 
within the province of his position to speak 
in any form. Many words have been put in my 
mouth by others, concluded the Cardinal, 
‘‘which never fell from them. The only state- 
ment lever made in regard to the labor ques- 
tions in this country was contained in the re- 

ort which I handed the Holy Father in 

ome, concerning the organization known as 
the Knights of Labor. This clearly defines my 


position.’’ 
THE EUROPEAN TRIP. 

As to his experiences in Europe the Cardinal 
said: ‘‘First of all, I must speak of the Holy 
Father who has recentiy honored this arch- 
diocese in my unworthy person. Though he 
is deprived of his temporal E it can 
be salely said that to-day he exercises more 
power over the civilized worldthan any King 
or potentate, and although he has no military 
power to back him, his words are more con- 
ducive to peace than the actions of all the 
standing armies of Europe. in his case it can 
be truly said that his voice is mightier

THE FOURTA CLAUSE, 


A Mammoth Opinion by the Interstate Com- 


merce Commissioners. 


Wasuinoton, D. C., June 15.~—The Inter- 
state Commerce Commission last night ren- 
dered its decision on the fourth clause, which 
prohibits greater charge for transportation of 
passengers and property over a shorter than 
over a longer distance in the same direction 
under substantially similar circumstances, 
The commissioners say the railroads must 
themselves decide what are substantl- 


— 4 similar circumstances since no 
tribunal is impowered to act until 
after the carrier has acted. However, 
for their cuidance, all the questions raised are 
summarized and answered as follows: 

1. The prohibition of the fourth section 
against a greater charge fora shorter than for 
a longer distance over the same line in the 
same direction, the shorter being included 
within the longer distance, as qualified there- 
in, is limited to casesin which circumstances 
and conditions are substantially similar. 

2. The phrase, ‘‘Under substantially similar 
circumstances and conditions,’’ in the fourth 
section, is used in the same sense as in the 
second section, and under the qualified form 
of prohibition in the fourth section, and car- 
riers are required to judge in the first instance 
with regard to the similarity or dissimilarity 
of the circumstances and conditions that for- 
bid or permit a greater charge for a shorter 
distance. 

3. The judgment of carriers with respect to 
circumstances and conditions is not final, but 
subject to the authority of the Commission 
and the courts to decide whether an error has 
been committed, and in the case of complaint 
for violating the fourth section of the act the 
burden of ey is on the carrier to justify any 
departure from the general rule prescribed by 
the statute, by showing that the circum- 
stances and conditions are substantially dis- 
similar. 

4. The provisions of section 1, — pw ie that 
charges be reasonable and just, and of section 
2, forbidding unjust discrimination, apply 
when exceptional charges are made under 
section 4, as they do in other cases. 

5. The existence of actual competition, which 
is of controlling force in respect to traffic im- 
portant in amount, may make out dissimilar 
circumstances and conditions entitling the 
carrier to charge less for a longer than 
for a shorter haul over the same line inthe 
same direction, the shorter being in- 
cluded in the longer in the following cases: 

I. When the competition is with carriers by 
water, which are not subject to the provisions 
of the statute. 

II. When the competition is with foreign or 
h are not subject to the 
provisions of the statute. 

III. In rare and peculiar cases of competi- 
tion between railroads which are snbject to 
the etatute, when a strict application of the 
general rule of the statute would be destruct- 
ive of competition. 

6. The commission further decides that 
when a greater charge in the aggregate is 
made for the transportation of vassengers 
or like kind of property for a shorter than a 
longer distance over the same line in the 
same direction, the shorter being included 
in the longer distance, it is not sufficient 
justification therefore that the traffic which is 
subjected to such greater charge is way or 
local trale, and that which is given the more 
favorable rates ts not. Nor is it sufficient justi- 
fication for such greater charges that short-haul 
traffic is more expensive to the carrier, un- 
less when the circumstances are such as to 
make it exceptionally expensive, or the long- 
haul traffic is exceptionaily inexpensive, the 
difference being extraordinary and suscepti- 
ble of definite proof. Nor that the lesser 
charge on a longerhaul be merely a continua- 
tion of favorable rates under which trade cen- 
ters or industrial establishments have been 
builtup. The fact that long haul traffic will 
only bear certain rates is no reason for carry- 
ing hy for less than cost at the expense of other 
traffic.

GRAHAM 'S GRIT. 


THE HARDY COOPER’S THIRD VOYAGE 
THROUGH THE WHIRLPOOL RAPIDS, 


A Bad Leak Obliges the Daring Athlete to 
Get Inside the Barrel—Ladies Throw 
Bouquets in the Wake of the Craft—In the 
Pool—Rescuers Back Out—Graham’s Bat- 
tle for Life—Brave Constable Horne. 


By Telegraph to the POsT-DISPATCH. 

NIAGARA FALts, June 16.—Carlisie D. Graham, 
the hardy cooper, made his third voyage 
through the whirlpool rapids yesterday. The 
trip was attended with great peril and only 
the navigator’s nerve and presence of mind 
saved his life. At ( o’clock in the afternoon 
there were tremendous crowds along the river 
banks and on the bridges. The Grand Legion 
of the Select Knights and the Ancient Order of 
United Workmen’s Union here yesterday 
brought a score of excursign trains and thou- 
sands of strangers into the village and 
Graham’s voyage was the event of the 
day. Down at the ‘‘Old Maid of 
the Mist’’ landing the barrel was 
launched and was anxiously watched by the 
cooper and his friends. Nothing more moist 
than the atmosphere of dime museums and sa- 
loons had touched it for many months and the 
cask leaked badly. Because of this and for 
lack of perfect arrangements with the proprie- 
tors of whirlpool parks and bridges, Graham 
and his manager, E. R. C. Nolan, decided to 
abandon the plan of riding, Mazeppa-fashion, 
on the outside ofa barrel, The announcement 
was quietly made, but such a howlof disgust 
was raised that Graham declared he would 
go through anyway, and soon stowed himself 
in the bottom of his long cylinder. There was 
ne hammock to support him, and only two 
straps to hang on by, but at 5:300’clock he 
shouted pluckily 

LET HER GO!’’ 
and the cask was towed out into the stream. 
The man-hole cover was not hinged and the 
last words of Manager Nolan were, Don't 
raise the cover till you are sure you are all 
right. Three minutes later the yawl boat 
cast off its tow and the cask, standing straight 
up in the water, started slowly down stream. 
At 5:36 o’clock it struck the main current and 
three-fourths of a minute later danced under 
the cantilever bridge. As the barrel passed 
beneath the suspension bridge a shout was 
raised and a dozen enthusiastic ladies dropped 
their corsage bouquets in the wake of the craft 
which by this time had reached the great hollow 
wave where the whirlpool rapids begin. Up 
on the long swell it traveled, and then down 
with a plunge and then on again, spinning 
like a cork and again hidden from view under 
the green waves and the cloud of spray. Only 
once did the barrel up-end, and then it quickly 
righted and sped on. At 5:44 o’clock, just 
fourteen minytes from the start, the cask 
entered the great whirl pool, and the entire 
circuit of the pool was made in seveu minutes. 
The watchers at the Canadian point neglected 
an 9 to capture the cask, and it 
floated slowly about and then a sudden 
current carried it nearly to the 
centre of the pool. Constable Andrew 
Horne, Manager No'anand otheis who were 
close to the water’s edge tried to notify Gra- 
ham of his danger. A dozen shots from a ro- 
volver were fired, and at last the man-hole 
cover was pushed up and Graham’s head pro- 
truded. There was no possibility of replacing 
the cover, and should he be carried down the 
lower rapids the great ves would fill the 
casketand drown him. Graham realized his 
danger and could hear \

WANT HIM SUSPENDED. 


SEED MEN INAUGURATE A FIGHT 
AGAINST OOMMISSIONER COLMAN. 


Charges of Irregularities in Office and Vio- 
lating the Laws Regarding the Purchase 
of Seed forthe Department of Agricult- 
ure—A Strong Statement by Phillip L. 
Reeves, a Leading Seedsman of New York 
—All Purchases Made From One Firm. 


By Telegraph to the Post-DIsPATCH. 
WASHINGTON, D. O., June 16.—The seed- 
growers of the United States, now in session 
at Philadelphia, pro- 
pose adopting a series 
of resolutions calling 
upon President Cleve- 
land to suspend from 
oftice Commissioner of 
Agriculture Norman J. 
Colman for irregulari- 
tiles In office and viola- 
tion of the laws gov- 
erning the manage- 
ment of his office re- 
garding the purchase 
of seeds for the de- 
partment. In theopin- 
Commissioner Colman. ion of a majority of the 
seed merchants the Commisioner has been 
guilty of showing a great deal of favoritism to 
certain seed dealers to such an extent 
that it has seriously impaired the useful- 
ness of the service, and has been the means of 
distributing throughoutthe country an inferior 
and stale quality of seed, which has brought 
forth much complaint from the farmers. 
Phillip L. Reeves, a prominent representa- 
tive of one of the oldest firms of New York 
City, who has devoted several months to in- 
vestigating the methods of the department, has 
furnished the Post-DISPATCH correspondent 
with statements gathered from the Commis- 
sioner’s annual report, with additional facts 
from the office of Comptroller Durham. 
In the opinion of Mr. Reeves and other 
seed dealers, an investigation of the 
Commissioner’s purchase of seeds and plants 
in the eight months of the last fiscal year, will 
disclose some features which it is believed are 
proper subjects for inquiry. According to the 
return of the Commissioner of Agriculture to 
Congress atthe close of the last fiscal year, 
for eight months of the year, there were ex- 
pended for seeds and plants $58,361.88. Of this 
amount $51,911.60 were paid totwo concerns, 
viz: A. B. Cleveland & Co., of Cape Vincent, 
N. T., doing business also in New York City, 
and Northrop, Brazien & Co. of Minneapolis. 
The total amount expended for seeds for the 
entire fiscal year was $60,834.48. The first of 
these concerns is a joint stock company, 
which is alleged by Mr. Reeves to have sprung 
into the general seed business under the aus- 
pices of the Commissioner, or at least imme- 
Giately after his accession to office. 


WITHIN THE EIGHT MONTHS NAMED 
the firm did business with the department 
amounting to $34,187.40. The Minneapolis 
firm, Mr. Reeves says, received within the 
month following December 31, 1885, $17,729.42, 
and had been in existence but a few weeks 
when shown these favors as against other and 
olderfirms. Mr. Reevesalso makes the state- 
ment that the two firms are in fact the same 
and that the Minneapolis branch was created 
for the — . of giving the Commissioner 
the privilege of patronizing a Western institu- 
tion to prevent it being said that he was dis- 
criminating inthe interest of an Eastern house. 
Mr. Reeves has found that each summer, dur- 
ing the administration of Commissioner Col- 
man, he spent from one week to a fortnight in 
company with A. B. Cleveland, on fishing ex- 
cursions on the St. Lawrence River, and as he 
believes at the expense of Mr. Cleveiand’s 
firm. Since that time other firms have been 
shutout. His reasons for asserting that the 
firm of Northrop, Brazien & Co., is owned by 
A. B. Cleveland & Co., is that Mr. Northrop, 
immediately before becoming a partner in the 
new firm was a commercial traveler for the 
Cleveland or Eastern house. 

AN UNFULFILLED AGREEMENT. 

Mr. Reeves says he has heard it said that the 
reason other seed firms could not secure or- 
ders from the Commissioner was that A. B. 
Cleveland is a relative of President Cleveland, 
and that the Commissioner, believing this, 
thinks he can possibly place himself in better 
favor with the President by thus favoring his 
namesake. Mr. Reeves further stated to the 
POST-DISPATCH correspondent that while 
making the investigation in this city the Com- 
missioner and his friends, A. B. Cleveland & 
Co., — he So it, sent a message to him at 
Williard’s Hotel, saying that if he would 
cease the Commissioner would give 
to the firm Mr. Reeves represented a 
$10,000 order at once. Mr. Reeves wanted to 
see the order before he consented, though he 
was prevailed upon to accept their verbal as- 
surace that a fair distribution would prevail in 
the future. Instead of the commissioner car- 
rying out his agreement with Mr. Reeves in 
giving his firm a $10,000 order, it was reduced 
to about $2,000, the remainder going to A. B. 
Cleveland & Co. The seed dealers in general, 
in view of the fact that on the first proximo, 
the new appropriation made by the last 
session of Congress, aggregating over 
$100,000 will become available for the purchase 
of seeds for the ensuing fiscal year, find 
it necessary to take the action contemplated 
and ask the suspension of the Commissioner 
pending the expenditure of the appropriation, 
and await the convening of Congress, when 
articles of impeachment will be lodged with 
the Senate and an investigation had. Theseed 
dealers claim that they will be able to submit 
to Congress sufficient grounds for an ae 
tion. In their opinion he is fostering and buiid- 
ing up a monoply in the seed business. Mr. 
Reeves asserts that the opinion generally pre- 
valle that the Commissioner is himself 

AN INTERESTED STOCKHOLDER 
in the firms to whom he has extended the 
great bulk of the government patronage. The 
statutes authorizing the establishment of the 
Department of Agriculture provide that the 
Commissioner ‘‘Shall collect new and valu- 
able seeds and plants; that the purchase and 
distribution of seeds shall be confined to such 
as are rare and uncommon to the country, or 
such as can be made more profitable by frequent 
changes from one part of our country to an- 
other. The purchase or * * and dis- 
tribution of trees, plants, shoots, vines and 
cuttings shall be confined to such as are 
adapted to general cultivation and to promote 
the general interests of horticuiture and agri- 
culture throughout the United States.’’

AMERICANS ABROAD. 


THE COLONIES IN THE PRINCIPAL CITIES 
OF EUROPE. 


— 


The American Passion fer Visiting Europe 
Resulting in Great Loss of Meney to the 
United States—Wandering Families For- 
getting Their Native Land—Allieged Edu- 
cation of American Children in Europe— 
Chasing After Social Dignitaries and the 
Nobility. 


By Telegraph to the Post-DISPATCH. 

LONDON, June 16.—There are agreat many 
Americans living in Europe. There isa large 
colony in London, anda much larger one in 
Paris. Turoushout all the continental cities 
there are increasing colonies of rich Ameri- 
cans. Thereisa large colony in Berlin. In 
the winter time Rome is thronged with Amer- 
icans> All through the Riviera there are more 
Americans than other foreigners. Every year 
brings over alarge number of touriste from 
the United States. They bring with them, as 
a general thing, plenty of money and spend it 
freely. 5 The American passion tor visiting 
Europe results in a great loss of 
money to the United States, but the 
loss in the case of the tourist who comes for a 
short time for study and improvement, is 
made up by the gain in the education of the 
visitor. Butthe most serious loss and draw- 
back to the United States comes from the 
large emigration from the United States to 
Europe of some of ourrichest people. There 
isavery large number of wealthy Americans 
who now spend the greater part of their lives 
in the continental cities of Europe. These 
people come over with an indefinite 
idea oof what they will do, and 
become completely enthralled by the 
life of pleasure to be had by people of leisure 
in Europe. They soon learn to forget their 
own country, and remain away year after year, 
thinking that some time they will go home, 
but when they do they stay but a short time 
and come drifting back to their old life of ease 
and indolent travel. Some of the heads of 
these wandering American families hug to 
their breasts the delusion that they are over 
here forthe purpose of educating their chil- 
dren and to teach them foreign languages. 
Their children do 1 

PICK UP A SMATTERING 
of French, German and some of the other con- 
tinental languages. The slight gafn obtained 
in their facility to telk in two or three lan- 
guages is more than lost through their lack of 
proper education in other directions. Wan- 
dering about with their parents, they become 
unsettled and receive no regular, thorough 
education. They are unfitted to go home and 
engage in business, and they are not fitted for 
anything else but the wandering life which 
they haveled. If they have plenty of money, 
they can manage to get along, but there 
are many cases reported at the legations, 
ot Americans who lose their money through 
long life abroad and consequent inattention to 
their business affairs at home. The result is 
often great poverty and distress. The greater 
number of Americans who live abroad, labor 
under the idea that they are studying and im- 
provinz themselves. They are not. They are 
simply undergoing a process of denationaliza- 
tion. They lose all interest in their own 
country and its affairs. 
comes reduced to 
degree. They are 
chime in with the foreign critics of 
our institutions, and know of no 
greater evil than being banished from Europe. 
There is no other nation in the world that 
sends out so many wealthy emigrants as ours. 
There is a very small number of English peo- 
ple among the foreign colonies on the conti- 
nent. The so-called better classes of England 
swear by their own country. They would live 
nowhere else. You will never find any En- 
glishman with such a poor opinion of his own 
country or its institutions that he will sit si- 
lently when they are being made the subject 
of adverse criticism. This trait of national 
character might well be emulated by our rich 
classes who are constantly leaving the United 
States because they find life in Europe 
SO MUCH PLEASANTER,. 

They chase after tiie social dignitaries and 
the nobility with an earnestness that has made 
their ambitions the .by-word of European 
social circles. I was taiking the other day 
with a prominent American, a public man, 
who has spent a number of years in the diplo- 
matic service, who said: ‘‘Americans should 
not come to Europe except to study or when 
business actually forces them tocome. People 
with nothing to do here and plenty of money 
to spend invariably waste their lives and de- 
stroy the future of their children if they remain 
too long. They acquire a habit of dawdling 
and frittering away their time, and of chasing 
after the petty vanities of foreign social life, 
which are most degrading amd deteriorating. 
I wish that there were some way of forcing ail 
of these Americans to return to the United 
States, where they might be of some use to 
themselves and to others. In European coun- 
tries the rich and leisurely clase turn their at- 
tention to politics. If these rich people who 
bring the children over to Europe to 
give them so-called education would keep 
them at home and train them for public 
careers in the Urrited States the result would 
bea great advantage tothe country. There is 
everything in public life with us to satisfy the 
most honorable ambition, and the reason our 
politics are not better than they are, is be- 
cause so many of our rich pote sniff con- 
temptuously whenever the word is mentioned 
and set their faces towards Europe, where 
politics are the very breath of life of the most 
caltivated societies,’’ ‘

THE POLICE DEPARTMENT. 


A Radical Change in the Handling of the 
Force Contemplated. 


Back of the bill to increase the force of 
police in the city isa plan to entirely change 
the system of handling the force which is 
now in vogue in the department. The 
change has deen talked about ever 
since Ohief Huebler’s visit to New 
York last winter when he was asked 


— ine Board to examine minutely into the 
ew York plan and report upon it. The mode 
of operation there struck the St. Louis of- 
ficials as peculiarly excellent and advanta- 
geousto the force and thecity. At present 
the method of handling the force here ia to 
divide it into two platoons, each one of whom 
serves half ot twenty-four hours every day, 
and there is no provision at all for a reserve 
force in case of flre or riot. One platoon goes 
on duty at a. m. and remains on 
duty until 11 p. m., when the other platoon 
goes on duty. As it requires about an hour 
tor preparation and to reach the station, and 
another hour to get home, the patrolmen are 
practically on duty about fourteen hours in 
the twenty-four. More than this, time and 
labot are expended going to and returnin 

from meals, and at such times the city is le 

largely unprotected. At present, also, ten 
patrolmen have tobe u as sergeants, as 
e not enough sergeants required by 
aw. 

The plan which meets with the greatest 
favor is modeled after the New York system, 
and contemplates dividing the force into three 
platoons, two of 200 each and one of 100. The 
fifty additional men and ten sergeants asked 
for by the Board will make this possible, and 
it is believed will greatly increase the efficiency 
of the police force. ith 500 patroimen the 
force can be divided into the atoons 
alread mentioned, and dif- 
ferentiy divided. rr 
remain on duty eight hours and then be re- 
lieved. The platoon of 100 men will go on du 
at 6o’clock in the morning and remain until 
2 in the efternoon, this be the time of 
when the least police service is uired ; then 
a platoon of 200 will gb on d ad o’ clock in 
the afternoon an main until 10 at night, 
and the third platoon of 200 will serve the re- 
maining an In order to. a reserve 
force, the platoon going off duty at 2 p. m. will 
remain on reserve at the on until 
6 p. m. and the platoon going on duty at 10 
p. m. will go into reserve duty, thus each 
platoon * uired to ee four hours’ 
reserve and eight hours’ active se 8 

Vice-President Blair, speaking of plan, 
said: It would be a vast improvement on 
the present system, as it will shorten the 
of work of the force, which is now too long, 
and will make the force Megs | more effective. 
At meal times now the city must be left 
to some extent unprotected, and the force 
is small enough, as we have only about 
three men to every square mile, and in some 
districts the beats are entirely too iarge. From 
6 o’clock in the morning to 2 in the after- 
noon less force is required than at any other 
time of day, and 100 men will do; while d 
the remainder of the time we will have fres 
platoons of 200 men, who can in eight hours 
be kept up to active service without loss of 
time for meals as at present. It will also give 
us a reserve which we do not have now, and is 
often necessary. We also need theten ser- 
geants badly. Altogether the policing of the 
city will be greatly improved by the new sys- 
tem contemplated.’’
